able, the Monetary OonfewncA, which 
is to be held in Paris in April, will be 
likely to be numerously attended; that 
is, many of the Government* of the 
world will bo pretty well represented. 
The Latin Union will b« represented, 
and the other nations that participated 
in the Conference of throe years ago, 
together with Spain, will be represented 
therein. The two main propositions 
which will be made to the Conference 
are, the unlimited coinage at the rate of 
fifteen and a half of silver to ono of 
gold, and secondly, silver coins to bo 
unlimited legal tender. Tt is not pro- 
posed to interfere with the right or cus- 
toms of the different nations, as to the 
denomination and size of their coins, 
but they can be recoiuoil in the Mints 
of the nation to which they may bo 
taken, the recoining to bo free of cost, 
at the rate of fifteen and a half to one. 
The appropriation for paying the costs 
of the Commission which this country 
will send to the Conference is included 
in the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 
Mr. Evarts, it is suggested, will be at 
the head of the Commission. It is a 
belief with many that the Monetary 
Commission will bring' about an agree- 
ment eventuating in the adoption or re- 
turn to the bi-metallic system. 
There 


seems rather a tendency in that direc- 
tion, but the proposition will meet with 
decided opposition. • 


Conkhng is credited with having said

Comstock mines, of Nevada, is solely 
due to their great depth. It is an es- 
tablished fact that the heat existing 
there is so great in places that the min- 
ers can work only in ten and fifteen 
minute shifts, and then in a state of 
comparative nudity. A scientist, who 
has given a great deal oroareful thought 
to the subject, claims from the deduc- 
tions he has made that this heat is 
alone the result of chemical action, 
sneh as the presence of limestone, 
whieh decomposes rapidly when attack- 
ed by carbonic acid gas and the action 
of water, qualities which are ever pres- 
ent in the mines. The decomposition 
causes the'generation and exudation of 
intense heat, which, being largely con- 
fined in circumscribed space, greatly 
affects the comfort and convenience of 
the delvers of the deep, whilst they are 
engaged in dislodging the argentiferous 
ores. The hot springs in Colorado and 
other States acquire their heat through 
a similar action, and not by reason of 
depth; and 'this fact goes Jar townrd 
substantiating the theory 
advanced.
